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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The recitation in claim 23, last paragraph, that "one of said master disc retaining 
means and said magnetic disc retaining means bring the magnetic part of the master disc and the 
disc-like magnetic recording medium toward each other a plurality of times, overlap position 
between said master disc and said disc-like recording medium is different each of said times" 
does not find proper support in the specification as originally filed. The original disclosure only 
describes that structure is provided to bring the master disc 2 and a dummy disc 1 into contact 
with each other and the contacting position of the dummy disc 1 is shifted successively from X, 
Y, Z,. . . with respect to the master disc 2 each time the suctioning and forced feeding is made, as 
shown in Fig. 21 for the purpose of cleaning the master disc. After the master disc has been 
cleaned in this fashion free of foreign particles, the dummy disc 1 is replaced with a magnetic 
disc 100 which is brought into contact with the master disc 2 in order to carry out the magnetic 
printing operation. There is no description anywhere in the original disclosure to support the 
notion that the magnetic disc 100 is repeatedly brought in contact position with the master disc 2

and each of the contact position is different from the others. It is understood from the disclosure 
to use a dummy disc to repeatedly contact the master disc each time the suctioning and forced 
feeding is made for the purpose of cleaning the master disc. What would be the purpose to 
repeatedly contact the magnetic disc 100 with the master disc 2 and each of the contact position 
is different? 

No prior art has been found to teach the structure as claimed in that one of the master disc 
retaining means and the magnetic disc retaining means brings the magnetic part of the master 
disc and the disc-like magnetic recording medium toward each other a plurality of times, overlap 
position between the master disc and the disc-like magnetic recording medium is different each 
of the times in combination with the rest of the apparatus for magnetic print. Accordingly, 
claims 23 and 24 would be allowed if the above rejection under 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph was 
overcome in applicant's next response to this Office action.
